That the whole 
e Lrave of the Coalt of Guiny, Buiny and Angola, and other parts and places of Atrica, lo much importing our Ser 

— vice, and the Enriching of this Our Kingdom, was very much abated, and attempted to be Jngroſled by Fo- 
reiguers, and in emment danger to be utterly loſt, and taken from Us, and Our loving Subzjcets, not onely by Fozeign Force, but 
by thc Utolence and Inconſtancy of the Heathen Natives: Fo2 the Recovery and Pielervatien whereof, Te were Szaciosſiy plealed 
to encourage and invite Our loving Subjects to Raiſe a Joynt Stock to be uſed and unployed therein : And in conſideration chere- 
of. and fo: the better Securing of ſuch as (ould come in and be concerned in the lard Joynt Stock and Trade, Te did by Our 
Letters Detents under Our Sꝛtat Seca! of England, bearing date the Seven and twentieth day of September, in the Four and twen⸗ 
tieth year of Our Reign, G2ant unto ſeveral! of Our loving Subjects, the Whole entire and onely Trade into and from Africa, 
from the Poꝛt of Sally in soch Barbary tncluſtive, to the Cape de Bona Elperanza incluſive, with all the Jflands near adzoyning to thoſe 
Coaſts, and comp2ehended within the Limits afozeſaid, and did Jncozpozate them by the nume of The Royal 45ican Company of 
14:4 3 And the laid Company having raiſed a very great Stock lufficient to Manage the Trade thereof, have ſince, at their great 
Expence and Charge, Fo2tificd and Sctied divers Garilons, Foꝛts and Fäſtoꝛies, by which means they have ſo Scenred the ſaid 
Trade, that the ſame doth now begin to flouriſh, and ik not diſturbed, is likely to be further unpꝛoved to the great benefit of this

lols of the mhole Trade of thole Countreps: Wherekoze fox remedy thereof e have thought fit, with Advice of Our D2:vp 
Council, to Bublilh and Declare Our Royal Tit and. Pleaſure to be, And Te do hereby ſtrictly Pꝛohrbit and Foꝛbid x'! and every 
of Dur Subjects whatſoever, Ercept the laid Nopal Company and their Succeſlours, at any tune 02 tunes hereakter, to lend o: 
Aab gate any Ship 02 Dips Uellel oz Uellels, o2 Ererciſe any Trade from any of Our Plantations, Dommions, oꝛ Coun- 
trers i America, to any of the Parts oꝛ Coaſts of Africa, from Sally to Cape de Bona Eſperanza, 02 any of the Iſlands near thereunto, 
as aforeſaid, 02 from thence to carry any Negro Dervants, Gold, Elephants Leech, 02 any other Goods o2 Werchand:3es of the 
32. duct 02 Manufacture of the laid Places, to any of Our American Dominions 02 Plantations, upon pain of Our high Diſptea- 
(ure, and the koꝛkeiture and lols of the land Segro's, Gold, Elephants Teeth, and all other Goods and Merchandizes, and ihe Ships 
02 Uefiels which (all bung oꝛ carry the lame. And Te do hereby alſo (ſtrictly Require and Command ail Our Governours,

Command atl Our laid Governours, Deputy Governours, Admirals, Uice-Admirals, Generals, Judges of Our Court of 
Annralty, Commanders of Our Fo:ts and Caltles, Captains of Our Royal Ships, Puſtices of the Peace, P2ovoſt- Marlhals, 
Vargas, Comptrollers, Collectos of Our Cuſtoms, Wayters, Searchers, and all other Our Otficers and Miniſters Civil and
